Receipts of cherries yesterday morn­ 
ing were 742 boxes. 
In the afternoon 
412 more boxes were received. 
This 
put the prices to 7 and 8 cents on 
black stock, 5 cent3 on early whites 
and 8 cents on best 
Royal 
Anne. 
There was an excellent demand and 
little stock was left over. 
The first plums of the season were 
received Crom Perwin, not far from 
Sacramento. 
They were of the cherry 
plum Tariety and sold at $ 2.50 per box. 
The reports of crop conditions for this 
fruit are good and the harvest is ex­ 
pected to come up to that of la st 
year. 


Apricots from the local 
orchards 
were reported 
in. 
They 
are 
very 
large and of fine appearance, surpass­ 
ing any of the stock which has arrived 
from the southern part of the state. 
They held from $ 1 to $ 1.50 per box 
according to quality. 
Peach receipts were rather light. 
The early Alexanders still continue 
to be the only variety on the market. 
There were no changes in price, the 
fixed quotation remaining at $ 1.50 per 
box. 
The demand for staple commo­ 
dities was a trifle light. 
This condi­ 
tion is attributed to the very active 
demand which has arisen for the early 
fresh fruits which people are always 
glad to turn to. 
Receipts of eg g s were 280 cases. 
The market was not 
very 
active. 
Sa les were limited to 
case 
count, 
which were back to 25% cents at the 
regular quotation. 
Butter arrivals were 32,578 pounds. 
Second grades were in fair call. There 
were no changes in prices. 
Cheese sold slowly. 
Offerings were 
light and limited to Swiss domestic, 
Oregon daisy and eastern twins. There 
were no changes. 
Receipts were 288 
pounds. 
Potato arrivals were 1417 
sacks, 
the heaviest receipts of four weeks, 
brought in by brokers who sawr an 
opportunity of unloading some north­ 
ern stock on a market which was prac­ 
tically bare of all but local 
spuds. 
Lompocs sold at 90 cents, showing 
the condition of prices. 
Only 15 seeks of onions were re­ 
ceived. 
The market was fair on this 
vegetable.
